| partment has sold a quantity Of. xt °, 
| machine guns and ammunition ta) the

partment came after confir-nation had

revolution. 

Secretary Kellogg authorized the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the arms 
sale to Nicaragua:

Zoning Commission Keeps 


16th Street Residence Area 


Refuses to Change Status South of Scott Circle to 
Commercial—Defers Ruling on Increasing 
Heights in Downtown Sections. 


Foliowing a contest in which promi- 
nent citizens were arrayed against each 
other in public hearing, the zoning 
commission yesterday refused to change 
Sixteenth street northwest, from H 
street to Scott circle, from a residential 
to commercial area. The commission 


'also, for the fifth time, rejected a pe- 


tition of Mrs. Annie Steerman for per- 
mission to rent stores in the first floor 
of an apartment building erected by 
her five years ago in violation of the 


' zoning rules in Columbia road between 


Seventeenth street and Mozart place 
northwest. 

Decision was deferred on application 
by the Earle theater building owners 
for permission to add stories up to the 
height of 130 feet. At next month’s 
hearing the commission will consider 
an amendinent to the code to increase 
the height limit to 130 feet throughout 
the 110-foot zone, provided that any 
building exceeding 130 feet in height 
must be located on a street not less 
than 110 feet wide, must be limited to 
twelve stories and must be stepped back 
at the heirht o: 110 feet, 6 inches all 
around the structure for each foot of 
additional height. 

The Earl theater building application 
will be considered at the same time, as 


also will an application by the estate 
of John R. McLean for increase cf 
height restriction from 110 to 130 feet 
in the square bounded by H. I and 
Fifteenth streets and Vermont avenue 
northwest, with a setoff of 10 feet at 
the height of 110 feet, as described in 
the proposed amendment. 

Attorney Daniel Thew Wright, repre- 
senting Senator Porter H. Dale, of Ver- 
mont, was the first speaker on the pro- 
posed change in Sixteenth street. He 
said that south of Scott circle the 
thoroughfare was no longer residential 
in character; that volume of automo- 
bile traffic, honking of horns, “intol- 
erable smell of gasoline” destroyed re- 
pose, and that residents who could af- 
ford to live where they wished to had 
moved away and then found they could 
neither sell nor rent their residences. 

“Windows and doors are lifeless,” he 
said. “Houses stare at one with dead 
eyes.” 

He compared Sixteenth street with 
Fifth avenue in New York, formerly a 
fine residence street, but now given 
over to shops. He said the march of 
progress could not be stopped.

HAYNES NOW SLATED 
FOR PRORIBITION CHIEF 


President Reported to Have 
Accepted Choice of Willis 
and Wayne B. Wheeler. 


ANDREWS MAY GET OUT 


Announcement that Roy A. Haynes is 
to be the new prohibition czar, charged 
with the enforcement of the dry laws 
after May 1, will be made within the 
next day or two unless there is a last 
minute change of plans by the adminis- 
tration. 

This was asserted positively last night 
after Secretary of the Treasury Melion 
had conferred with President Coolidge, 
presumably over the appointment of 
the new active commissioner of prohibi- 
tion. Brig. Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
who has been in charge of prohibition 
enforcement, is understood to be ready 
to tender his resignation to become ef- 
fective on May 1, the day of Haynes 
anticipated rise to power. 

Haynes has been commissioner of 
prohibition in name only for two years 
or more. He has sponsored the under- 
cover system which figured in the 
charges against District Judge Cooper, 
of New York, and is generally credited 
with a determination to employ drastic 
methods in harmony with his “fanati- 
cal devotion’—as his enemies phrase it 
—to the dry cause. He has the support 
of Wayne B. Wheeler, head of the Anti- 
saloon league, and the league’s public 
manifesto of March 12 is understood to 
have had references to Haynes when it 
stated: 

“The Antisaloon league and other dry 
forces are making a determined appeal

NUTOISTS SEEK CLOSING 
OF MAYOR-POLIGE COURT 


Fine in Potomac, Va., Com- 
batted as in Violation of 
U. S. Tribunal’s Ruling. 


PROFIT IN CONVICTIONS 


Contending that Mayor William Kley- 
steuber is unable to give a fair trial 
because of financial interest in his con- 
victions, the American Automobile as- 
sociation yesterday asked Judge Samuel 
G. Brent of the Arlington county cir- 
cuit court to issue a writ of prohibition 
closing the mayor-police court of Po- 
tomac, Va. 

A hearing on the application will be 
given by- Judge Brent at:10 o'clock’ this 
morning in Alexandria, Va. If the writ 
is granted, writs of prohibition may be 
procured against similar courts operat- 
ing in the State. 

The action of the automobile asso- 
ciation grows out of a fine for speeding 
imposed by Mayor Kleysteuber Monday 
on Alonzo Brooks, a member of the as- 
sociation. Brooks objected to the mayor 
trying the case, because of the fee he 
would receive in case of, conviction and 
because he was an exécutive offcier of 
the town. The trial proceeded, how- 
ever, and Brooks was fined $10 and $10 
costs. 

Attorney Cliiarles C. Collins noted an 
appeal to the circuit court. In addi- 
tion to the writ of prohibition, a peti- 
tion yesterday was filed against Mayor 
Kleysteuber ordering him to produce 
records and papers in the case. The 
mayor, A. F. Driscoll, the town sergeant, 
and Walter E. Varney, corporation at- 
torney, have been summoned as parties 
in the action. 

Attorneys Collins and Emory N. 
Hosmer, of Arlington county, represent- 
ing the automobile association, hold 
that under the recent decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, the 
mayor may not preside at a trial if he 
is compensated from the fine in the 
case, Kleysteuber, they say, receives $3 
for a conviction and $1.50 for an ac- 
quittal. 

Alleging that promiscuous fining of 
motorists has been going on for some 
time at the court they said the asso- 
ciation has determined to stop it. If 
the writ is not granted they intend to 
press the pending appeal to action.

Albany, Oreg., March 23 (By A. P.).— 
Dr. Knutt Houck, detained here today 
in connection with the finding of the 
body of his wife in the Potomac river. 
at Washington, D. C., will start back 
to that city as soon as arrangements 
can be made with Washington officials. 

This was announced late today by 
Dr. Dean Crowell, cousin of Dr. Houck, 
at whose home the Washington phy- 
siciarf has. been: visiting here. 

“Dr.. Houck is anxious that all 
mystery in connection with the death 
of his wife shall be cleared up as 
quickly as possible,” said Dr. Crowell. 
“The local authorities have wired .to 
Washington expressing his willingness 
to return, and have asked that an offi- 
cer be sent from there, or for instruc- 
tions to have him go at once in custody 
of a local officer. 


Doctor In Poor Health. 


“Dr. Houck is in poor health, and I 
wish to have him spared any unneces- 
sary mental strain.” 

Dr. Crowell said a message had been 
received from J, W. Walter, of Canton, 
Onio, telling of the finding of the body 
and promising details later. He said 
Dr. Houck had been in close touch 
throughout the months since the dis- 
appearance of his wife, with her father 
and his family, and that there had 
been no trouble between them. 

Dr. Houck came here recently with 
his mother, Dr. Mary Houck, a physi- 
cian of Lacrosse, Wis. ; 

Before city officials received a tele- 
gram for detention of Dr, Houck a 
representative of the Associated Press 
called at the house but was refused 
admission; Mrs:~ Crowell stating that 
Dr. Houck’s condition was such that he 
could not be interviewed. 


Deputy Guards Houck. 


When the telegram was received from 
Washington, Sheriff Frank Richards 
and a deputy went to the Crowell 
home, and the deputy remained there 
guarding Dr. Houck. 

Dr. Crowell said Dr. Houck had been 
recuperating from a breakdown follow- 
ing the disappearance of his wife and 
had come West on a vacation trip. 

When informed of the finding of the 
body of Mrs. Houck, Dr. Crowell said 
the circumstances seemed to bear out 
the opinion long held by members of 
the family that she had ended her own 
life.

Letters, Warning Dear- 
born Editor of Errors, 
Are Barred Out. 


HAVE ANGRY CLASHES 


Sapiro, Plaintiff, Appears as 
Counsel, Reading Clip- 
pings to Jury. 


Detroit, Mich., March 23 (By A. P.).— 
Further limitation of the field of evi- 
dence, the listing in the record of more 
alleged libels and the appearance of the 
plaintiff as an attorney were the net 
results of today’s session of Aaron Sa- 
piro’s $1,000,000 libel suit against Henry 
Ford. 

The day was marked by several dis- 
plays of temper by the attorneys after 
ten days of nerve-racking court room 
work, nearly every minute of which has 
found attorneys for both sides on their 
feet fighting for the advantage. 

All in all it was another draggy ses- 
sion with William Henry Gallagher, Sa- 
piro’s chief of counsel, referring to the 
s00n-to-be-amended declaration, alleg- 
ing 141 separate and distinct libels, and 
then reading from bac*s numbers of the 
Ford-owned Dearborn Independent, the 
parts of articles to which exceptions 
were taken. | 

In the arduous task of reading, Gal- 
lagher was spelled four times by Sapiro. 
That was the extent of the plaintiff's 
active participation, although he was 
admitted to practice the day the trial 
was opened and since has advised Gal- 
lagher frequently in whispered confer- 
ences. 


Ford’s Appearance Delayed. 


It was believed that. the appearance 
of Mr. Ford as a witness had- been 
pushed over into next week by the 
day’s slow progress. It had been Gal- 
lagher’s intention to call the motor car 
manufacturer Friday, but the attorney 
had intended to complete examination 
of William J. Cameron, editor of the 
Dearborn Independent, and call Fred 
L. Black, business manager of the week- 
ly, before he called Ford. 

Federal Judge Raymond previously 
had denied the admissibility of evi- 
dence concerning Ford's ideas about 
the Jewish race, and today he barred 
the introduction of letters from third 
persons written, according to Sapiro’s 
counsel, to warn the Dearborn Inde- 
pendent» of inaccuracies in its anti- 
Jewish articles and alleging unrelia- 
bility of the writer, Harry H. Dunn, of 
Berkeley, Calif. 

A letter from A. C. Cherry, of Ya- 
kima, Wash., member of the Northwest 
Hay Growers association, was barred 
and the ruling fixed the precedent.

SHE IS “TERRIBLY SORRY” 


New York, March 23 (By A. P.).—A 
man who confessed to a friend who 
came to his aid that he was a liar and 
had deceived him, and a woman who 
sat in a cell, “sorry, terribly sorry,” late 
today learned the news of their mu- 
tual fate when a grand jury indicted 
them both for murder of Albert Sny- 
der, a husband who “stood in their 
way.” 

The pair in jail, Henry Judd Gray 
and Mrs..Ruth Snyder, will be ar- 
raigned before Judge Stephen Callaghan 
tomorrow morning. 

The jury rendered its indictment as 
a climax to a day which saw the top- 
pling of the man’s elaborate structure 
of “alibis.” 

Judd Gray, the corset salesman, was 
not in Syracuse early last Sunday 
morning when Albert Snyder was mur- 
dered in bed in his Queens village 
home. The friend who had unwitting- 
ly lent himself to the establishing of 
an alibi for Judd Gray today kicked 
down the house of cards. 

Judd Gray confronted a former class- 
mate who has the same surname and 
was brought from Syracuse by the po- 
lice, and according to the authorities, 
said: 

“I’m sorry I got you into this mess; 
I’m guilty.” 

By this statement, according to Dis- 
trict Attorney Newcombe, Judd Gray 
himself helped tear down his alibi, 
-whereby his friend Haddon had agreed 
to post Gray’s letters, “rumple his bed” 
in a Syracuse hotel and otherwise: make 
it appear that Judd Gray was in Syra- 
cuse when Haddon Gray thought Judd

Nanking fell without fighting. All 
the Americans and the United States 
consulate in the city are safe. Only 
minor disorders within the city oc- 
curred. 

The city of Chingiang also fell blood- 
lessly and the Americans there are safe. 

The general strike in Shanghal, which 
had affected about 200,000 workers, was 
called off today. 

Disorders on the Nanking bund 
marked the arrival of the Cantonese; 
otherwise all was quiet. The populace 
generally rejoiced over the departure oil 
the Shantungese and welcomed the na- 
tionalists. 

The United States gunboat Isabel] nas 
arrived at Nanking with Rear Admira! 
Hough, who is in charge of the situa: 
tion as far as American interests arc 
concerned. 

The evacuation of American women 
and children is continuing. Some of 
them are still waiting aboard the de- 
stroyers Preston and Noa for steamer 
accomodations. Most of the American 
men also have left the city. About 25 
of them remained, waiting for a 
steamer. 

Pai Proclaims Aims. 
Shanghai, March 23 (By A. P.). 
The Chinese people have awakened and 
the great commercial center of Shang- 
hai will become not only a strong bass 
for Chinese nationalism, but for a 
world revolution, was a manifests 
issued to the Chinese people today by 
Gen. Pai Tsung-Hsi, Cantonese com- 

mander. 

“The people must distinguish, how- 
ever,” the manifesto continues, ‘“be- 
tween attacking imperialism and for- 
eigners. They must not insult the for- 
eigners and destroy their property.” 

Declaring that for 80 years the im- 
perialists under the protection of un- 
equal treaties have been reducing China 
to a state of vassalage, the manifesto 
warns that the Chinese must under- 
stand that the nationalists do not in- 
tend to create a general antiforeign 
movement, but seek to abolish “all in- 
stitutions and systems of imperialistic 
character.” 

The nationalists intend to use propa- 
ganda and not military force to’gain 
their purposes, the manifesto asserts, 
giving as the program: Abolition of un- 
equal treaties, alteration of the status 
of the Shangkai international settle- 
ment, withdrawal of extraterritorial 
privileges for foreigners, disposal of the 
missionary schools. and recovery of 
control of the postoffices and customs. 


Pal Disavows Guerillas. 


While the Cantonese continucd to 
consolidate their positions in the Chi- 
nese districts, flanking the foreign set- 
tlements on either side, the foreign 
authorities managed to get into con- 
tact with Gen. Pai Tsung-Hsi, who, in 
addition to being commander of the 
Cantonese forces in Shanghai, is chief 
of staff to Gen. Chang Kai-Shek, the 
Cantonese generalissimo. 

Gen. Pai disavowed: the operations of 
the guerrila bands which were largely 
vesponsible for the 36-hour reign of 
terror in the native city and said that 
he was doing his utmost to suppress 
them. He promised to maintain order 
and to protect foreigners and added 
that he had urged the general labor 
union to call off the general strike. 

Gen. Pai declared that although he 
was opposed to the “unequal treaties” 
the abrogation of these was a matter 
for competent nationalist authorities 
and added that the status of the in- 
ternational settlements also was out- 
side his province. 

The meeting with -the Cantonese 
general, who now represents the Chi- 
nese authority in Shanghai with which 
the foreign-built metropolis of the 
Orient must now deal, took place at 
Gen. “Pai’s military headquarters in 
ths town of Lunghwa, about four miles 
from the outskirts of the French set- 
tlement,.

Wall Street Sees Preliminary 
Step in Merger With an 
Eastern System. 


CONCERN TAKES BONDS 
OF GLEN ALDEN COAL 


Action Only Segregates the 
Latter Company’s Paper, 
.. Officials Assert. 


New York, March 23 (By A. P.).— 
Directors of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western Railroad today directed the 
formation of the Lackawanna Securities 
Co., the transfer to it of $92,006,000 in 
treasury assets, including $58,500,000 4 
per cent Glen Alden Coal Co. bonds, 
and the distribution of the securities 
company’s stock to railroad share- 
holders on the basis of one share of 
new stock for two shares of railroad 
company stock. 

This action was characterized by rail- 
road officials as the final step in the 
segregation of the coal company prop- 
erties. 

Wall street, however, was inclined to 
regard it as a preliminary step in the 
cventual merger of the road with some 
other Eastern trunk line system. No 
official comment on merger prospects 
was obtainable. 

Under the tentative consolidation 
plan of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, made public on September 28, 
1921, the Lackawanna was included in 
the so-called “Erie system’’ which con- 
prised the Erie, Delaware & Hudson, 
the Wabash lines east of the Missouri 
river, and others, or, as an alternative, 
grouped it with the “New England, 
Great Lakes” system, including also 
the Delaware & Hudson, Buffalo, Ro- 
chester & Pittsburgh, New Haven, New 
York, Ontario & Western, Boston & 
Maine, Central New England and others. 


Neither to Be Effected. 


Recent changes in railroad align- 
ments indicate that neither grouping 
will be effected under the original 
lines, Some time ago Wall street heard 
that the “big four” in the Eastern 
consolidatoin field had _ tentatively 
agreed to permit the Van Sweringens 
to add the Lackawanna to the East- 
ern end of the greater ‘‘Nickel Plate” 
system. At the time it was pointed out 
that a distribution of Lackawanna’s 
surplus would be necessary before an 
agreement on terms for an exchange 
of securities could be made. 

In view of the inability of Eastern 
railroad executives to reach a general 
agreement on consolidation, due to 
L. F. Loree’s insistence on making the 
Delaware & Hudson the nucleus of a 
fifth system to compete with; the 
New York Central, “Nickel Plate,” Bal- 
timore & Ohio and Pennsylvania, the 
feeling has grown in railroad circles 
that some of the disputed roads would 
be “neutralized.” This would be ac- 
complished by the purchase of a 
minority interest in such roads as 
Lackawanna, Lehigh Valley, Reading 
and others by all of the competing 
trunk line systems in order either to 
preserve the “status quo” regarding 
traffic and other arrangements or to 
make certain that all would be treated 
cquitably in any future changes. 


Stock Recently ¢ Advanced. 

Today's action of the Eackawanna 
directors explains the mystery sur- 
rounding the recent advance in the 
railroad’s stock, which scored an esx- 
treme gain of 7 points today by toucii- 
ing 173, the highest price since the 
ceclaration of the 100 per cent stock 
dividend in 1921. In that same year 
the Glen Alden Coal Co. stock was dis- 
tributed to Lackawanna shareholders 
for $5 a share. It now is quoicd 
around $165. The official statement 
follows: 

“The board directed the formation of 
the Lackawanna Securities Co, the 
transfer to it of $9,871,000 Morris & 
Essex 34% per cent bonds due 2000, and 
58,500,000 4 per cent Glen Alden bonds 
payable $1,500,000 per year. Also upon 
approval by the interstate commerce 
commission, of $10,000,000 Morris .\ Es- 
sex & per cent bonds, due 1955, and 
$13,635,000 New York, Lackawanna &

“These are all treasury assets of the 
company, but it can not dispose of the 
latter two items of bonds without ap- 
proval of the commission.

THREE PERMITS ISSUED 


The Salvation Army last night won 
its fight to solicit funds in Arlington

‘Capt. E. R. Holz, the army’s super- 
visor for Virginia, with headquarters 
here, declared that the army always 
was willing to cooperate with the local 
authorities. 

“I have been all over the State since 
this trouble started, and you would be 
surprised at what has been said about 
the county,” he said. “But I have stood 
up for the county, as I thought it was 
just a general misunderstanding.”

The Nicaraguan government gives notes 
in the sum of $5,000 each up to the 
total of th epurchase price. The notes 
mature monthly and bear interest at 
6 per cent, the first note to be paid 
on January 31, 1929. 


Paid for Form Consignment. 


“These are the same terms upon 
which rifles, machine guns and am- 
munition were sold to the Nicaraguan 
government by the United States War 
Department in November, 1921, at 
which time the Nicaraguan government 
purchased 10,000 Krag rifles with 6,000,- 
000 rounds of ammunition and 50 ma- 
chine guns with 1,000,000 rounds of 
ammunition, total price, $170,585, with 
interest at 6 per cent payable in 33 
notes of $5,000 each and one note for 
the balance, the first note payable Jan- 
uary 3, 1924. These notes have all been 
paid off. 

“These munitions were sold under.a 
contract dated February 25, 1927, and 
have been shipped from the United 
States and are now in Nicaragua. They 
were represented by the Nicaraguan 
government as being urgently needed 
to maintain law and order in the coun- 
try and suppress revolutionary activi- 
ties which not only threatened the con- 
stitutional government of Nicaragua, 
but also the lives and property of 
Americans and other foreigners. 

“It will be recalled that a similar 
transaction was entered into early in 
1924 with the Obregon government in 
Mexico after its recognition by this gov- 
ernment and during the De la Huerta 
revolution. The War Department sold 
on credit to the Obregon government 
arms and munitions of the value of 
approximately $1,250,000.” 


President Approves Sale. 


The arms transaction, it was learned 
was initiated by Senor Don Alejandro 
Cesar, Minister from Nicaragua, shortly 
after he submitted his letters of 
credence to the President on January 
20. The matter was also the subject of 
correspondence between the State De- 
partment and American Minister Charles 
C. Eberhardt at Managua. President 
Coolidge, of course, gave his approval 
to the transaction. 

The rifles, machine guns and ammuni- 
tion were turned over to a representative 
of the Nicaraguan government at New. 
York city and were shipped to Managua 
on-a@ commercial vessel. Details as to 
what army base the war supplies were 
drawn from, as well as the name of the 
ship on which they were transported 
and the precise date of delivery to the 
Diaz forces, were withheld. 

Both the State and Navy Departments 
were without information yesterday on 
the military moves in Nicaragua dur- 
ing the last 24 hours, although it was 
indicated officials have received some 
confidential reports which led them to 
belleve some developments of far-reach- 
ing consequences may be expected. 

The absence of reports from Rear 
Admiral Julian L. Latimer, command- 
ing the American forces in Nicaragua, 
and the failure of the American lega- 
tion there to report on the battle tnat 
press reports said was in progress has 
strengthened the official belief that 
peace in the troubled republic was 
nearer. 

At the State Department it was said 
early in the day that Secretary Kellogg 
had given no consideration to the 
treaty arrangements proposed by ,Presi- 
dent Diaz, although the text of the 
document has been before officiais ror 
the last week. It is declared not likely, 
however, that any favorable considera- 
tion will be given to engaging in a 
treaty arrangement with the Diaz gov- 
ernment until the present revolt has 
ended and the country is declared to he 
in a peaceful state.

It was issued by Justice of 
the Peace John T. Moling on the 
strength of charges by Mrs. Finley that 
the stock had been left to die in en- 
closed pastures without food or ade- 
quate shelter. Considerable of the 
stock has died, {t was charged, while 
that still living and the stock said to 
have been removed were nearly starved. 

Officer Whalen professed to have no 
knowledge of Offutt’s whereabouts. He 
did not live on the farm and all that 
was said to be known of his address 
was “R. F. D., Falls Church.” He said 
he had not asked District authorities 
to assist him in locating Offutt and 
indicated he was waiting the outcome 
of the Agriculture Department’s in- 
quiry. '

Lyons, Ga., March 23 (By A. P.).—The 
Rev. T. J. Jones, jr., former pastor of 
the South Thompson Baptist church, 
fell back upon his “old time” religion 
in his time of need, and prayed and 
quoted the Scriptures while a band of 
hooded and masked men flogged him. 

Testifying today at the trial of Mac 
New, Tom Taylor, Hugh Taylor, Lucien 
J. Edenheld and Willie McGilda, Mr. 


Jones told of his abduction from the 
church, where he had gone to attend 
revival services, his “hearing” on 
charges of “immoral conduct on my 
part,” and beating with a leather strap. 

Mr. Jones said his assailants warned 
him to “lead a better life over in Ap- 
pling county.” 

The minister said he had attended 
the revival services the night of Aug- 
ust 15, 1925, at the invitation of the 
the pastor, the Rev. Jack Harris, and 
the evangelist, the Rev. R. D. Bugg. Mr. 
Bugg, after a conference outside with 
Tom Taylor, returned to the church and 
led a brief opening prayer. 

“Looking toward a window on the 
right, he called my name,” Mr. Jones 
testified. “He said a few more words, 
called my name again and then looked 
to the front of the church, holding his 
hand to his forehead.” 

Two hooded and robed men entered, 
one carrying an automatic and the 
other wearing a sword, he said. They 
escorted him outside, where, with oth- 
ers, he was taken “to the place of 


| hearing.’’ 


“With an oath or two, they prepared 
to whip. me,” he testified. “I said ‘Be- 
fore you do, let’s have a word of prayer.’ 
One of them said ‘It’s too late to pray 
when the devil comes.’ I said ‘Prayer 
sometimes whips the devil.” Two men 
cursed while I was praying. One beat 
me with a leather strap while two men 
held me flat on my face. 

“After the wh:pping I saic ‘Father, 
forgive them, for they know nct what 
they co.” One cf ine men who was 
speaking; for the crewd said ‘Boys, I 
beiieve he is tei:inz the truth.’ Then 
I said ‘Why wrong ye a man be- 
cause he has told you the truth.’” 

After the whipping the minister said 
he was put on the road and given di- 
rections how to return to the church. 
“I started off down the road, singing 
‘How Beautiful Heaven Must Be.’” 

In response to questions by the so- 
licitor, he said he recognized the de- 
fendants. He had known them during 
his seven years as pastor of the church, 
which is 7 miles from here.

Chicago, March 23.—If plans of 
Maj. Rufus W. Putnam, special har- 
bor engineer for the Commercial 
club, materialize, the Chicago river, 
which once flowed into Lake Michi- 
gan, but now flows in the opposite 
direction, will be moved to the south 
side of the city.

Decision on Distillation. or Im- 
portation at Conference 
Held Unlikely. 


Replenishment of the supply of 
medicinal whisky will be considered at 
@ conference on Monday, called yes- 
terday by Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, 
Undersecretary of the Treasury, to 
which all agencies interested in the 
Subject have been invited. 

Invitations have been scent to three 
Classes throughout the country; con- 
centration warehouse men, owners of 
medicinal whisky and distillers, who 
still hold liquor or have shown any 
interest in its manufacture under gov- 
ernment supervision. 

Under the terms of the Willis-Camp- 
bell act the commissioner of internal 
revenue may at his discretion author- 
ize the importation or distillation of 
whisky, but officials under Gen. An- 
Grews said yesterday that they hardly 
thought it possible that any such de- 
cision would be reached at the con- 
ference Monday. 

The primary purpose of the meeting, 
it was said, was to determine whether 
some means could not be found of 
meeting the situation which was cre- 
ated through the failure of the 
medicinal whisky bill to pass the Sixty- 
ninth Congress. 


Want Supply Bottled. 


One thing that Treasury officials 
would like very much to accomplish, 
they say, is to have the remaining vis- 
ible supply of medicinal whisky bot- 
tled and still further concentrated. 

At the present time it is estimated 
that there are about 12,000,000 gallons 
of whisky held under government 
supervision. The large part of this legal 
liquor is held in warehouses in Ken- 
tucky and is still in wood. 

As long as the whisky remains in the 
kegs it is improving in body, but 
evaporation losses are heavy. It is esti- 
mated that about 2,000,000 gallons of 
the liquor will be lost each year 


through shrinkage unless it can be’ 


placed in glass, which means that what 
appears to be a sufficient supply now 
to last for a little more than four years, 
may, if precautions are not taken, be 
in existence for less than three,

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FERMENTING HELD GRIME 


Ruling Said to Affect Status 
of Farmers Who Make 
Cider arid Wine. 


INTOXICATION IS ISSUE 


New York, March 23 (By A. P.).— 
Householders who do not go down into 
the cellar and put something in grape 
juice to keep it from turning into wine 
are violators of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, according to a decision given to- 
day in Federal court by Judge Augustus 
N. Hand. 

He granted an order confiscating ten 
barrels of grape juice which. chemists 
said contained 13 per cent alcohol. 

The-ruling, attorneys said, affects the 
status of farmers who make their own 
cider and wine, which heretofore has 
been considered immune to seizure. 

The wine seized belonged to Mrs. Jo- 
sephine Maltone, who said she’d done 
nothing but put grape juice in barrels 
In her cellar. Her attorney, Eli Rosen- 
berg, argued that it was legal to pre- 
pare grape juice for home consumption, 
and that confiscation was irregular un- 
less it were proved that the wine was 
intoxicating in fact. 

Quoting section 29, title 2, of the na- 
tional prohibition act, Judge Hand 
read: 7 

“The penalties provided in this act 
against the manufacture of liquor with- 
Out a permit shall not apply to a per- 
son who manufactures nonintoxicating 
cider and fruit juices exclusively for use 
in his own home, but such cider and 
fruit juices shall not be sold or de- 
livered except to persons who have per- 
mits to manufacture vinegar.” 

He then declared: 

“I can hardly regard grape juice con- 
taining 13 per cent of alcohol as non- 
intoxicating. 

“Possession of grape juice for home 
use which was nonintoxicating when 
manufactured by the possessor, becomes 
unlawful under the act whenever the 
liquor becomes intoxicating, whether 
rh natural fermentation or other- 
wise.”

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MIGHT CLUBS FACE 
CLUGING IF PATRON 


DAIS OWN LIQUOR 


Circuit Court Upholds Order 
Against 3 Establishments 
at Chicago. 


USE OF WORD “KEPT” 
IN LAW IS MAIN ISSUE 


“Keeping” of Rum by Diners, 
Instead of Proprietor, 
Held Illegal. 


Chicago, March 23 (By A. P.).—Night 
club liquor drinking took a solar plexus 
blow in a decision today by the United 
States circuit. court of appeals. 

The decision in effect was that night 
clubs may not permit liquor to be con- 
sumed on their premises, even when 
patrons bring their own. The court 
upheld an injunction under which ‘Al 
Tearney’s Town club, Friars’ inn and 
Moulin Rouge were ordered closed for 
one year because patrons brought their 
own liquor and drank it in these places. 

Judge Samuel Alschuler filed a sep- 
arate opinion which, although not dis- 
senting from the decision from the 
Judges A. B. Anderson and George T. 
Page, recommended that the case be 
referred immediately to the Supreme 
Court. 

“The drastic penalty of a year’s clos- 
ing by an order of court and without 
@ jury,” said Judge Alschuler, “can not 
be safely extended by implication, and 
ought not to be applied unless clearly 
authorized by the law.” 

The government’s action was based 
on complaints that “on repeated occa- 
sions persons came there as patrons and 
produced from bundles or their pockets 
bottles or flasks containing intoxicating 
liquor, that waiters supplied cracked 
ice and ginger ale, drew the corks and 
assisted the patrons in their consump- 
tion of the liquor.” 


Main Issue is Word “Kept.” 
Judges Anderson and Page found the 


their appeal was that “persons pa- 
tronizing the restaurants consumed the 
liquor brought there by themselves and 
not furnished, transported, kept pos- 
sessed or sold by the management.” 

The decision was based upon an in- 
terpretation of the word “kept” as 
used in section 21 of the prohibition 
law which says “any * * * place 
where intoxicating liquor is manu- 
factured, sold, kept or bartered in vio- 
lation of this title, and all intoxicating 
liquor and property kept and used In 
maintaining the same is hereby wro- 
claimed to be a public nuisance.” 

“Attention is called to the tacu,” the 
decision stated, “that this section does 
not say any place where the proprietor 
thereof keeps liquor, but deciares any 
place where liquor is kept in violation 
of the law—no matter by whom kept~— 
to be a public nuisance. We may, tiere- 
fore, put to one side the contention 
that the proprietors were not shuwn to 
have kept the liquors.” 

The night clubs, through counsel, 
pleaded that the Volstead law ‘“‘nowhere 
prohibits the consumption of liquor, 
and nowhere prohibits people from con- 
gregating and consuming their own 
liquor.” 


Davis Protests at Order 
Restraining Le Paradis 


Meyer Davis, proprietor of Le Paradis 
cafe, 1 Thomas circle, yesterday pro- 


tested to Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Andrews, chief of prohibition 
enforcement, against the effort of the 
j@ohibition agents which resulted in a 
court order compelling the proprietor 
and employes of the cafe to observe 
the prohibition iaw. He deplored, he 
said, the “extreme zeal which led them 
to request a drastic legal action, which 
if carried through, might result in a 
heavy and unjust property loss.” 

Declaring he consistently had sought 
to live within the letter and spirit of 
the prohibition law in conducting the 
cafe, the exclusive patronage of which 
he emphasized, Mr. Davis painted a pic- 
ture of a drearily empty and quickly 
bankrupt cafe if he set a watch over 
every table occupied by a patron. 

Discussing allegations by the prohibi- 
tion agents in their request for a re- 
straining order, Mr. Davis declared open 
drinking is forbidden and suppressed 
by the cafe management, and that the 
cafe kitchen is of ample size to supply 
all the food required by patrons. He 
inquired of Gen. Andrews that if glasses 
were not served with ginger ale how 
could patrons be expected to consume 
it? He declared he was in hearty ac- 
cord with law observance.

Cameron Kept on Stand. 


Throughout it all the short, stout 
Cameron sat idly upon witness stand 
hands crossed over his antple bosom, 
while the remarks flew apparently un- 
noticed about his head.

I as- 
sure you that we are thoroughly fa- 
milar with all the facts that have 
been made public by the Treasury De- 
partment.

Absence of Consul Gauss 


Is Not Held Signiftcant

The manifesto issued in Shanghai 
yesterday by the nationalist general, 
Pai Tsung-Hsi, declaring that the Chi- 
nese port captured by the Cantonese 
forces was to become a base for world 
revolution against imperialism failed 
to arouse any great apprehension in 
official quarters in Washington. 

One statement of the manifesto at- 


'tracted attention. It was the assertion 


that the new rulers of the area ex- 
pected to negotiate with western pow- 
ers as to the future status of the 
international settlement at Shanghai.

But with agricul- 
tural products and natural resources the case 
is very different. 

During the last six months, for instance, 
in spite of a tariff of 42 cents per bushel on 
wheat, the Canadian farmer has been able to 
compete in the American markets. With no 
protective tariff against this competition the 
American wheat grower would find himself 
utterly unable to continue his grain growing. 
The advantage enjoyed by the Canadian farmer 
over his American neighbor in the produc- 
tion of wheat can not be understood by one 
who is without knowledge of the peculiarly 
advantageous climatic conditions of the prov- 
inces of Alberta, Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
which, together with the wonderful fertility 
of the land of those provinces, makes it possi- 
ble for them to more than double the wheat 
production per acre of the hard wheat regions 
of the Northwestern States. 

Theoretically reciprocity is in every way de- 
sirable, but when it comes to the consideration 
of the effect of such a policy upon the agricul- 
tural interests of the United States the theory 
runs into the stone wall of common sense. We 
can not afford to swap the prosperity of our 
farmers for any advantage that American man- 
ufacturers or American mill owners might ob- 
tain through a treaty of so-called reciprocity.

THE BILLBOARD HORROR, 


Mr. Moore, chairman of the commission of 
fine arts, has called attention to the plans 
about to be executed for erecting huge bill- 
boards in all parts of Washington. He has 
asked the District commissioners to inquire 
into their authority in the premises, to the 
end that the disfigurement of the National 
Capital may be prevented. 

If the commissioners do not already possess 
sufficient authority to regulate the erection of 
billboards, and to prevent the installation of 
monstrous blots upon the landscape, , they 
should press for suitable legislation. Washing- 
ton, of all cities in this Union, should be spared 
from the vandalism that would transform its 
streets, avenues and parks into a jazzland of 
lipstick and pickle pictures. It is hard enough 
to protect the inoffensive private citizen as 
matters stand, without subjecting him to the 
assault of screeching, blazing, blatant adver- 
tising signs commanding public spaces. As 
for the dignity of the city itself, as the Na- 
tion’s Gapital, that may as well be abandoned 
if billboards are to thrust themselves between 
publfe monuments and obscure the view of 
buildings, parks and avenues. 

The billboard nuisance along railroads long 
ago made traveling through the United States 
a horror instead of a pleasure. Let this 
nuisance be fought to a frazzle before per- 
mitting it to enter Washington. 


WE VIEW WITH ALARM. 


The supervisor of city refuge predicts that 
garbage collections for the year will reach a 
new high record of 80,000 tons by June 30, as 
compared to approximately 69,000 tons col- 
lected during the last fiscal year. Collections 
during the winter months averaged about 15 
per cent above normal, and the increase was 
made up largely of orange and lemon rinds. 

The extraordinary consumption of citrus 
fruits bids fair to tax the resources of the 
refuse collecting department to the point of ex- 
haustion. It is time to call a halt. Refuse 
collection must go on apace, and steps must 
be taken to prevent the disorganization of the 
metropolitan garbage service. In some cases, 
of course, nothing can take the place of orange 
or lemon juice. For ordinary, every day oc- 
casions, however, it may be pointed out that 
mint mixes well for beverage purposes, and 
that an infinite variety of bottled concoctions 
may be found on dealers’ shelves, any of which 
makes a suitable base for mixed drinks. 

With genuine public-spirited cooperation 
the situation can yet be saved. If the public 
must have cocktails, let it diversify the in- 
gredients and give the garbage collectors a 
chance to catch up.

into its stride. This joyful accession was mads 
possible by the mother of invention, ‘“‘neces- 
sity,’’ which confronted an officer of the 
British army in India, with an overdeveloped 
hankering for whisky and soda. The climate 
of India, and especially that of Bombay, 
conducive to thirst. This officer, Herbert 
Samuel Elworthy, read up on chemistry and 
learned that carbon dioxide in its solidified 
form reaches a temperature which would 
send the mercury through the bottom of the 
bulb in an ordinary Fahrenheit thermometer 
and then down to about 114 
the zero Mark.

Besides offering great advantages to the tin- 
can tourist and the picnicker dry ice will be 
used by ice cream makers and others having 
occasion to ship their products long distances 
in warm weather, 
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FOODSTUFFS AND MANUFACTURES. 

During the closing hours of the last session 
of the Senate a resolution was introduced re- 
questing the Department of Commerce to re- 
port as to the relative proportion of exports of 
foodstuffs and manufactured goods to the total 
production of each. The suggestion was made 
that every effort was being made to push ex- 
ports of manufactured goods at the expense of 
foodstuffs. 

A recent number of commerce reports con- 
tains an interesting article bearing on that 
matter. In 1899 exports of manufactured food- 
stuffs were about 16 per cent of the total pro- 
duction—more than one-sixth. During the 
world war the percentage of exports to the 
total production of foodstuffs manufactured 
was about one-fifth. The deliberate efforts of 
the American people to economize in consump- 
tion of food increased the percentage of ex- 
ports. As production in Europe increased, the 
proportion exported from the United States 
decreased, until in 1926 it was below 7 per 
cent. In other words, about 93 per cent of the 
total production of manufactured foodstuffs 
was consumed in the United States last year. 

In 1899 exports of manufactures other than 
foodstuffs were 71% per cent of the total pro- 
duction. During the war this proportion was 
increased to 12 per cent. In 1925 and 1926 
the output of manufactures other than food- 
stuffs totaled more than $30,000,000,000 in 
value, yet only about 7% to 8 per cent was ex- 
ported. In 1925 and 1926 the foodstuffs 
manufactures totaled about $9,000,000,000 in 
value, yet only about 6% to 7 per cent was ex- 
ported. The proportion of exports to produc- 
tion is no greater in one class of commodities 
than in the other. There has been po dis- 
crimination against foodstuffs. Agricultural 
groups can not find fault with the agencies of 
the government that are finding markets for 
American commodities, whether foodstuffs or 
anything else. 

The striking fact about these figures is the 
remarkable increase in the production of both 
manufactured foodstuffs and other manu- 
factures during the last quarter of a century. 
The ability to produce in ever increasing 
quantities carries with it the ability to con- 
sume. 

The steadily decreasing proportion of. ex- 
ports, as compared with production, proves 
that the growth and expansion of American in- 
dustry is mostly due to domestic trade. The 
great bulk of the increased production in the 
United States has found its market at home, 
not abroad. This applies to foodstuffs as well 
as to manufactures. 

‘While imports are increasing, they are a 
small portion of the total domestic consump- 
tion.’ This is due largely to the American 
policy of promoting the consumption of do- 
mestic rather than foreign commodities if com:

Arlington county is to have a $500,000 
girls’ college at Glebewood,. according 
to a statement by President W. E. Mar- 
tin, of Sullins college, Bristol, Va., be- 
fore leaving for Bristol last night. 
Plans for the buildings are being com- 
pleted rapidly, he said, and it is ex- 
pected bids will be called for within a 
few days. 

Work of clearing the site now is in 
progress. It is planned to open the 
college in October. The institution will 
be financed and conducted by Sullins 
college, which has been established 57 
years, 


Indorsement was given the report of 
the local better government commis- 
sion by the Arlington County Cham- 
ber of Commerce at a meeting last 
night. The report, which was sub- 
mitted by L. C. McNemar, chairman 
of the commission, says the powers of 
the board of supervisors of Arlington 
county are inadequate, and that the 
highest court of the State has so held 
and that the commission believes, as 
@ result of its investigation, that the 
conditions existing in the. county are 
similar in all essential respects to those 
generally found in cities of the State. 
The report holds that the situation 
in the county and its future develop- 
ment require that the local government 
shall have all powers of a city of the 
first class. It says the commission re- 
gards the situation such as to render 
it desirable that an enabling act be 
passed at this session of the legisla- 
ture. 

Following adoption of the report by 
unanimous vote of the board of direc- 
tors the local better government com- 
mission was urged to complete the 
draft of the necessary bill and ask its 
passage by legislature.

Bell’s Assistant Says Yield 
Would Bring Street Improve- | 
ment Up to Date. 


SUGGESTION IS MADE 
AT CITIZENS’ MEETING 


Annual Expenditures 0: 
$2,100,000 for New Work 
Urged for Next 5 Years. 


Capt. H. C. Whitehurst, assistant to 
the engineer commissioner, last night 
indorsed an increase of the District 
gasoline tax from 2 cents, the present 
rate, to 3% cents, declaring that such 
an increase would make possible a five- 
year street improvement program that 
would bring paving up to date, make 
it possible tc do all current paving each 
year and progressively reduce appropria- 


tions for street work out of taxation) 


until, after five years, the gasoline tax 
and special .ssessments would entirely 
support the work of the highway de- 
partment. 

This proposal was made at a meet- 
ing of the chairmen of the #treet com- 
mittees of al! citizens associations held 
in the board room of the “istrict build- 
ing under the auspices of the commit- 
tee on highways, parks and waterways 
of the Federation of Citizens Associa- 
tions, Dr. George C. Havenner presid- 
ing. 

“We have 110 miles of macadam 
pavement,” said Capt. Whitehurst. 
“About 80 per cent of it could be re- 
claimed, without laying new pavement 
at an expense of $16,000 a mile, by 
laying curbs and gutters and treating 
it with a bituminous resurfacing. I 
propose that we reclaim 18 miles each 
year for five years. 


170 Miles of Unimproved Roads. 


“There are 170 miles of unimproved 
roads and we are accepting 14 to 16 
miles of new dedications annually. 
Upon these facts I have submitted a 
five-year program. 

“The present gas tax will produce 
$1,500,000 in 1929. An increase of 2% 
cents would yield $750,000 more, a total 
of $2,250,000. This sum will increase 
$250,000 yearly. 

“Annual expenditure for the next 
five years of $2,100,000 for new work 


-would allow the macadam reclamation 


I have described, at a cost of $290,000 
each year and the paving of approxi- 
mately $1,800,000 worth of unimproved 
roadways, including appropriations 
from taxation. 

“At the end of the five-year period 
there would be 20 miles of macadam 
and 25 miles of unimproved streets, 
plus a yearly acceptance of newly 
opened streets at 14 miles, a total of 
115 miles that could be yearly improved 
at a much lower cost. 


Current in Five Years. 


“The plan of taking $2,100,000 from 
the gas tax fund for new work would, 
during the first year, leave but little 
for other highway work. However, 
efter the first year other items could 
be transferred to this fund so that at 
the end of the five-year period, based 
upon normal growth as a revolving 
fund, it would carry all of the highway 
work.” 

Dr. Havenner indorsed the proposal 
to increase the gasoline tax and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the budget 


‘for the fiscal year 1928-1929 should in- 


clude an appropriation of not less than 
$2,000,000 for paving. A motion to this 
effect was laid on the table, the com- 
mittee chairman expressing a desire to 
obtain the opinions of their associa- 
tions before voting.

TITLE WON IN WORLD WAR 


Owing to the growing importance of 
Washington as a traffic center, it has 
been learned that the board of direc- 
tors of the Pennsylvania railroad, in 
session at Philadelphia, yesterday ele- 
vated Capt. C. E. McCullough to the 
position of general passenger agent. 
For the last year Capt. McCullough has 
been assistant general passenger agent 


here. .His promotion is said to fore- 
shadow the establishment of general 
offices for the southern division of the 
road in Washington. 

Capt. McCullough, a native of Mis- 
sourl, and now 49 years old, entered 
the Pennsylvania service in Phila- 
delphia in 1906 as a rate clerk. Seven 
years later found him the district pas- 
senger agent at Newark. During the 
war he was in the army air service, 
where he received his rank of captain. 

This led to his piloting the bal- 
loon Legionnaire for the American Le- 
gion in the air races at Indianapolis. 
After the war Capt. McCullough became 
district division passenger agent at Bal- 
timore and later occupied the same po- 
sition in New York. 

He is especially well known as the of- 
ficial who has been in charge of special 
trains of notables. Beginning with 
President Roosevelt he has almost in- 
variably had the responsibility of look- 
ing out for the President’s trains, in- 
cluding those of Presidents Taft, Wil- 
son and Coolidge.

Comptroller Bans Placing of 
Gravestones Except in 
Specified Cemeteries. 


CITES PREVIOUS STATUTES 


Gravestones may be placed at the 
unmarked graves of Confederate sol- 
diers only in national cemeteries, and 
in cemeteries near Northern hospitals 


'and prisons in whick they died, under 


the terms of the appropriation act re- 
cently approved by Congress, according 
to a decision handed down yesterday 
by Comptroller General McCarl. 

The decision was in reply to a letter 
from the Secretary of War, which said: 

“It is desired by the War Department, 
if legal, to furnish headstones for un- 
marked graves of Confederate soldiers 
in privately owned cemeteries in vari- 
ous cities, towns and villages through- 
out the country, regardless of places or 
circumstances of death.” 

The Secretary referred McCarl to the 
Congressional Record of January to 
show that it was the intent and desire 
of the House that the appropriation of 
$170,000 should apply to Confederate 
soldiers wherever they may be buried 
just as it does to Union soldiers. 

McCarl replied that apparently many 
members were under that impression, 
but he pointed out that the bill said 
that this activity of the department 
should be continued as provided in the 
acts of 1873, 1879 and 1906. The act of 
1873, he said, applied to national ceme- 
teries; that of 1879 to all graves of sol- 
diers “‘who served in the regular or vol- 
unteer army of the United States,” and 
that of 1906 to Confederate soldiers 
buried near hospitals or prisons. 

Therefore the graves of Confederate 
soldiers, who did not serve “in the reg- 
ular or volunteer army of the United 
States,” could not, by the provisions of 
the act of 1879, be included in the gen- 
eral program for the placing of head- 
stones, he said. 


Deaf-Mute Children 
To Resume Training 


Fifteen blind and deaf-mute colored 
children, who were forced to return to 
their homes in the District when fire 
destroyed a building of the Maryland 
School for the Blind at Overlea, Md., 
February 28, will resume their training 
at the Maryland institution early in 
April, W. B. Patterson, director of 
special schools, announced yesterday. 

Patterson has received word from 
John F. Bledsoe, superintendent of the 
school, that the building has been re- 
stored and probably will be ready for 
occupation by April 1. District chil- 
dren are sent to the school for lack of 
special facilities in the Washington sys- 
tem. In addition to the fifteen who 
will be returned, there are four District 
children on the waiting list, Mr. Pat- 
terson said.

They would levy and collect 
30 cents tax on each $100 of assessed | 
property, and allocate the funds to cer- 
tain usages. They would build and im- 
prove roads and streets, assessing the 
cost against abutting property owners, 

The general assembly in passing the 
bill would delegate legislative authority 
in the district to the commissionefs, 
who would have the power to contract, 
for periods not exceeding five years, for 
a supply of gas and electricity, and for 
any general municipal purposes, except 
for water and sewerage service, OF gare 
bage or ash disposal. They would bd 
empowered to prohibit offensive trades,” 

All clubs, such as country and golf 
clubs in the District, would be Gx 
empted from the regulation of the conk 
missioners. The House bill exempts 
these clubs by name, but an amend, 
ment is expected in the Senate, provid- 
ing a general classification into which 
certain clubs will fall. The county 
commissioners of the sourth and fifth 
districts are required to keep regular 
office hours. Each would have a 
deputy clerk on duty eight hours @ day. 

The Montgomery county delegation 
yesterday introduced in the house a bill 
to repeal the law making Woodmont a 
special taxing area district, and, in Neu 
thereof, the county commissioners would 
be empowered to levy a special annual 
tax of not over 50 cents on the $100 
to take care of general improvements, 
within certain boundaries of that vil- 
lage. The bill also provides for a spe- 
cial tax to liquidate a bond issue of 
$10,000 on account of Woodmont. 

Another bill presented by the same 
delegation provides certain changes in 
the form of indictments for perjury.
